THE parith of Warwick is fituated on the river Eden, about 6 miles 
from Carlile: it confifts of 600 acres of common, and 1126 acres of culti- 
vated land. ‘he number ol inhabitants, at prefent, is 347. The popula~ 
tion has reccived a confiderable increafe within the laft 18 months, in con- 
fequence of « manufidory, for {pinning cotton, having been erefted in the 
neighbourhood : 42 fuinilics are employed folely in agriculture; ro, in 
manufatures; 10 in both egriculture and manufadtures; and 1 in trade 
and agriculture. 28 houfes pay the commutation tax, only 2 of which are 
flated to have above 6 windows; 35 houfes ate exempted, a few of whick 
are cottages, that have been bui't within the laft 20 ycars, Effstes in this 
parith are about £20. @ year, and chiefly occupied by proprietors the aves 
rage rent of land is 198. cr 208. an acie. Good wheat is grown near the 
river; and in other parts of the parith, tumips, potatocs, rye, barley, oats, 
and clover, and other graf feeds, are cultivated. ‘Tithe is, moftly, paid in 
kind. There is a {mall common in the middle of the parifh: almoft the 
whole of the cultivated land has been enclofed within the lait 50 years. It 

formerly, although divided, lay in long flips, or narrow dales, feparated from 
each other by ranes, or narrow ridges of land, which are left unplowed. 
In this manner, a great deal, and, perhaps, the whole of the cultivated lands 
in Cumberland, was ancicntly difpofed.

WORKINGTON. 


‘THE parith of Workington is firuated near the mouth of the rive: 
Derwent, It’s length is about 4 miles and a half; it's breadth about 2 miles 5 
fo that it’s extent may be computed at 9 fquare miles. Workington con- 
tains between 11 and 1200 houfes; and above 6coo inhabitants; of whom 
about Goo are employed in the collieries contiguous to the town, owing to 
the coal trade, which 1s chiefly cariied on fiom this port to Ireland. The po~ 
ullatidn’add commerce of Workington have, of late yeuis, confiderably in 

Oz creafed. 
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creafed, There are now abore 150 vellels, (on an average about 130 tori 
each,) belonging to this port. 

There are here, ropenes, fail-cloth, and cordage manufadtories; and, near 
the town, an extenfive iron foundery, which employs a confiderable number 
of hands Jt contains 2 blatt furnaces for melting ore; a flitting and 1oll- 
ang mill; feveral furnaces for cafting, and a mill for boring cannon, &c, 
The ore is bought from Furnefs; and the iron-ftone dug near Har 
tington, 

Meats, generally, dearer here than in moft parts of Cumberland: cod, 
dumng the feafon is plentiful, and often (ells for 4d. the pound. herrings 
are not unfrequently brought from the Ifle of Man. 

"The Poor of this parith are, chiefly, fopported in a large and commodi- 
ous work-houfe, which can take in 150 perfons, It is placed a little our 
of the town, in an open healthy fituation, The coft of the building, 
(which was firlt inhabited by the Poor on the 28th of Odtober 1793,) 
amounted to £1409. and was advanced by Mr. Curwen, the principal pro- 
prietor in this parifh, under an order of veftry, For the liquidation of this 
fulm the townthip agreed to pay annually out of the Poor’s Rate 8 per cent. 
whereof 44 per cent. is yearly applied to diicharge the current intereft, and 
4k per cent. towards paying off the principal: the inftalments carry com- 
pound intereft; but feveral years mult elapfe before the whole fum can be 
paid off. The beneficial confequences refulting to the townthip from this 
mode of providing for the Poor, will belt appear from the following ftate- 
ment extracted from the books belonging to the work-houfe ;

1 need, however, hardly repeat ao obfervation J have made, that 
a work-houfe with all it's comforts, is not attractive: and, perhaps, the 
circumftance of at's act being fo, is the principal caule of it’s being higlily 
beneficial, 


I have been chiefly induced to notice this parith, from having been, 
obligingly, favoured with accounts of feveral Friendly Societies in the town 
and neighbourhood, of which a fhort account is here inferted. 1 think 
the redudlion of the Poor's Rate is, in fome degree, afcribable to the opera- 
tion of thefe excellent inftitutions, as well as to the eftablifhment of a 
work-houfe, 


The Sifterly Society, at Workington, was inftituted in the year 1793, 
under the patronage of Mrs, Curwen; and is governed by the Lady Pa~ 
tronefs, whofe office is perpetual, She is affited by a committee of 12 
members, 2 ftewardefles, and a fecretary, all elected annually at the an- 
niverfary meetings.

The above, it is to be oblerved, is a general ftatement of a labourer’s 
earnings and expences in the country, where fuel is to be procured, at a 
confiderable lefs expence, than in towns ; becaufe, in the former fituation, 
the wife and children can, often, colleét wood fufficient ; or, perhaps, turf 
or peat is within a fmall diftance. Potatoes are, alfo, ftated at fomewhat 
lower than they are ufually fold in the markets, not becaufe they are to 
be bought cheaper in the country, but becaufe labourers are often permitted 
to fet a few on the farm where they work. In the asticle of cloathing, 
great economy is ufed in this part of the world: the parents often make 
the few they poffeffed when they married, (clogs, shirts, thifts, 8c. ex- 
cepted,) laft them till thew children are able to earn their own mainte~ 
nance, and in fummer the children go without many articles of drefé. In 
fuch a family as the one above defcribed, it requires the moft rigid par- 
“itnony, to (pare any thing, towards putting a child to {chool.

The number of inns or ale-houfes is 
52: of Friendly Societies 10 ; only one of which has had it’s rules con- 
firmed by the Magiftrates. Each Society, on aa average, confifts uf 8 
members, 

The members of the Society at the Nag'’s Head pay monthly 18. each 
tothe box, and 2d. for expences. Perfons who have been regiftered mem~ 
bers for 2 years, are allowed weekly, in cafe of ficknefs, 8s. a week, dure 
ing one year; and if they continue ill a longer time, ss. a week, during 
the remainder of their illnefs. From £2. to £ 5. are allowed towards 
the funeral of a member, to be paid to his widow, reprefentative, or 
friend. A member, on the death of his wife, receives from each brother 
member 6d. The Society ig governed by a prefident, and rft and 2¢ 
ftewards, who are chofen by election, and fucceed each other by rotation. 
‘They continue in their refpective officesa year. On the prefident’s re~ 
moval the fenior fteward fucceeds him, and a junior fteward is elected. 

The Society at the Old Angel is governed by a mafter, 2 wardens, and 
12 affiftants, eleéted by the whole body. The mafter continues in office 
a year: the eldeft warden fucceeds him; the younger warden, the elder ; 
and a new warden is chofen out of the whole body: the mafter and war- 
dens nominate the 12 affiftants, who continue in office a year.

faGtory. The other inhabitants are thop-keepers, tradefinen, inn-keepers, 
a few mechanics, farmers, and agricultural Inbourers, Chefterficld is fitu- 
ated in a farming countrys it is a market town, and tolerably well fup- 
plied with grain, and other provifions; of which the ufual prices are: 
flour, 2s. to as. 6d. the fone; oatmeal, 2d. the Ib.; mutton, 4id.; veal, 
4d.; beef, 44d. 5; bacon, 7$d. ; butter, rod. for 16 ounces; potatoes, rod.

Some years back the inhabitants were chiefly Diffents : at the prefent 
not more than one fifth of them, ic is fuppofed, diffent fiom the eftabl:h- 
ed Church . there are in Cheflerfield, 1 Calvinift, 1 Picfbyterian, 1 Metho- 
dif, and 1 Quaker place of worthip, 

‘The Poor are partly maintained at home, and partly in a work-houle. 
The number at prefent in the work-houfe is 28, of Which 12 me chil- 
alten, 8 men, and 8 women: 25 receive weekly penfions trom the parith, 
which amounted a week or two ago, to £ 1. 158, 2d : 10 Puupers Feccie 
occafional relief; and 6 houfe-rents are paid.

‘The latt year’s affeflments were raifed at 2s. in the pound ‘on the net 
rental. 

‘The accounts are fo indifting, that the annual expenditure on the Poor 
could not be made out. Since the year 1786, the conftables’ charges have 
been defrayed froni the Poor's Rate : laft year £108 7s. 3d. were paid 
‘on that account; and the year before £44. 128, The fums paid them, in 
foriner years, are not entered. The attorney's bill, paid laft year from the 
Rate, amounted to £36. 128. 10d,. this charge ufually amounts to about 
£430.a year, to guineas a year, are paid to a do@or for the Poor. The 
matter of the work-houfe is allowed an annual falary of £10.; together 
with his viduals. The bell-man, and beadle, likewife, receive froin the 

Poor's Rate, cloaths and wages, amounting, altogethei, to about £'20, 
ayear. 

‘This townthip has confiderable pecuniary aid from various charities, of 
which the following are the principal. —A donation of £10. a year was 
given in aid of the Poor's Rate. There is an hofpital for 5 poor widows; 
2 of whom receive an sflowance of 15. and 3 of 25, a week: In another 
Anfpital, 6 poor widows receive each 1s, a week; together with a two~

The"corporation, from a donation at 
ifpofal? gives away 50 or Go ftone of beef, among the Poor, at 
ChSdmas. ‘There is a free-fchool for the education of 20 poor boys; 
and fn addition to thefe charities, feveral fmall bequefts are annually dil 
buted among the Poor, in articles of food, and cloathing. ‘The corpora- 
tion are the truftecs for many of the above donations ; and it is much ‘to 
be dofired, that they would annually favour the Public with an account of 
their receipts and difburfements. - 

‘The work-houfe is built in a good fituation: it is kept clean, and is 
fufficiently (pacious. There are 8 or more beds in each room. Each bed 
is filled with chaff, and has 2 fheets, a blanker, and coverlid, Theinmatcs, 
when fick, are removed into a {mall adyoining building; in which, likewile, 
are lodged lunatics, and perfons labouring under infectious diforders, There 
is a large work-room for Paupers to work in. Mr. Howard, when he in- 
{petted this houfe, faggelted fome alterations for rendering the rooms airy, 
which accordingly took place. ‘That indefatigable man, in the purfuit of his 
philanthropic views, vilited molt of the work-houles in the kingdom, 

‘The Poor in the houfe are employed in {pinning lint, and wool ; prin 
cipally for houfeboid confumption. The men are fometimes fent out to 
work in the neighbourhood. No regular account of earnings is kept ; but 
the mafter af the work-houfe thinks, they amount to about £30. a year, 
on anaverage, 

Certificates are rarely granted by this parith: about 3 or 4 removals occur 
every year. "Phe parith maintains 10 baftards, that are chargeable ; and is 
reimburfed by the fathers, for maintaining 7 others.

‘THE townthip of Wirkfworth comprehends about 2200 acres. ‘The 
number of houfes, including 36 ale-howles, is 607; which contain, by 
efttmation, 620 families, and 2800 inhabitants. 152 houfts pay the 
window-tax, and 455 are exempted. Many well-informed people in the 
parith are of opinion that the population has rather decreafed within the 
laft 20 years; it was, however, not thought worth while to cxamine the 
regifters in order to determine this point, as there are a number of chape- 
ries adjoining to the parith, whofe baptifias and burials are inferted, pro- 
mifiuoully, in the regifler of Wirkiworth. The inhabitants are, chicfly, 
of the efablifhed Church. There are 4 Sunday ichools in the parith, 
which infiruét about Go {cholars. 

‘There are feveral con/\derable lead-mines in this townfhip; in which a 
third part of the inhabitants is employed.

Agricultural labourers, in general, receive 1s, a day, and liquor; a 
few farmers give 14d. a day, and liquor; during the corn harvelt, meat is 
added. 

‘There is only one public-houfe, and no Friendly Society in the pa- 
xith; but a few of the inhabitants are members of Friendly Societies 
eftablithed in the neighbourhood: moft of them have had their rules 
confirmed by the Magiftrates. The grand inducement to enter into 
thefe Societies, feems to be in a great meafure taken away by a late Adt, 
“ to prevent the removal of poor perfons, until they thall become aétually 
“ chargeable?.”” 

No labourer can, at prefent, maintain himéelf, wife, and two children, 
on his earnings: they have all relief from the parith, either in money, or 
in corn at a reduced price. Before the prefet war, wheaten bread, and 
cheefe, and, about twice a week, meat, were their wfual food: it is now 
barley bread, and no meat; they have, however, of late, made great ufe of 
potatoes, Their common earningy are Gs. a week, and liquor, An in- 
duftrious healthy man, however, can earn 8s. a week, by tafk work, on 
an average, throughout the year. Labourers’ children, here, are often 
bound out apprentices, at & years of age, t6 the farmers by the parifh ; 2 
labourer, prior to the prefemt fcarcity, if his wife was healthy, could main- 
tain two young children om his 6s. a week, and liquor, without any pe 
tochial relief. A very few years ago, abourers thought themlelves dif 
graced by receiving aid from the parith; but this fenfe of thame is sow 
totally extinguifhed!: 

‘The Poor are, i general, maintained by weekly perfions from the 
parith ; fome receive occafional relief.

SOUTH TAWTON. 


THE parith of South Tawton contains about 5000 acres: the number 
of inhabitants is 2500: they are chiefly employed in the various branches 
of the ferge manufaure, which is here carried on to a confiderable ex- 
tent, Nine tenths of the women in the parifh, (all of the pooreft clafs,) 
are fpinners, and are regularly fupphed by the ferge-makers with confladt 
employment. Their number may be cftimated at 600 or 700, 

73 houfes pay the window tax: about 200 are exempred. The wages 
of agricultural labourers are ts. 2d, a day: fpinners cannot earn above 
6d, or 7d. 4 day: a commion labourer earns about £18, 5s, a year; and 
his wife, about £9. 28. 6d. 

The prices of provifions are: butcher's meat, upon an average, 4d. the 
pound ; wheat, from 10s. to 118, the buthel; barley, from 4s. 6d. to 55, 
a buthel ; milk, $d, the quart; potatoes, sd. the peck, The number of 
ale-houfes is 4. 

Farms, in this parifh, are fall. the wlual tenure is for a term of years, 
at rack rent. The principal articles of cultivation are turnips, potatoes, 
wheat, barley, and oats, Tithes are compounded tor. The commons 
and walte lands amount to about 1000 acres. An intelligent parith officer 
ftates the rental of the parith at £3500. a year; but a gentlernan, who 
has farmed his own eftate upwards of 40 years, and is well acquainted 
with the nature and extent of the parith, thinks that the rental docs not 
exceed £3000. a year.

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‘There are taro Friendly Societies in this paiith, (one for males, and the 
other for femates,) both of which have had their rules confirmed by the 
Magiftiatcs. The Poor are chiefly maintained by a panth allowance at 

The clergyman diftributes 
tlt money that is colle@ed at church, every month among the moft 
defering of the neceffitous.

The average of fix years is taken for every period calculated from the 
lifts of burials only, at the rate of one perfon out of 434 dying every yeat : 
this proportion nearly agrecs with the number of inhabitants in 1790, which 
was found, by tale, to amount to 7096. 


From this account it appears, that the population was more flourifhing in 
the beginning of this century, than at prefent. A manufacture of forges 
was eftablithed here foon after the Revolution ; but was much injured to- 
wards the clofe of the laft reign, by the introdu@ion of Norwich aul 
and other woollens, into the foreign markets: and in 1770 there wehd 
1800 perfons lefs in the parifh, than there were 40 ycars before. Within 
a few years, however, feveral new branches of manufaéture have been 
eftablifhed in Tiverton, and the Poor now find conflant employment, in 
weaving white ferges, coatings, beavers, &c. There are, at prefent, 1000 
fooms in Tiverton, of which nearly 700 are daily at work ; about 200 
combers are conftantly employed, The returns of trade are eftimated at 
about £150,000 a year. 

The 
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‘The public charities in Tiverton are exceedingly numerous. Above 90 
donations, ({ome of which are very confiderable,) have been given to this 
town fince the commencement of the reign of Queen Kzrbeth. The 
purpofes to which thefe charities are applied, are extremely various, 
Alms-houles are fupported ; fehools endowed ; {chulaty fent yerrly to ne 
univerlittes; fums of money lent annually to poo! manufiuress and 
hnufbandmen; old and infirm perfons provided with a comforta{sle man- 
tenance; cloaths and provifions occafionally difttibutcd among the Poor, 
and many charitable inftitutions age kept up, through the 7c of both de- 
ceafed, und living benefactors ; notwithftanding which, the Poor's Rates 
have been regularly progicflive, and, in the year 1799, amounted to the 
fum of £ 3204 2°. 3d. 

The mimerous Poor of Tiverton are, principally, maintained and em- 
ployed m an hofpital, ereéted in 1704, in purfuance of an ad pafled in the 
yea 1698, In the year 1740 4 large woollen manufactire was fet up in 
the houfe, for the empley ment of the Poor there, by a voluntary fubfiription 
of £1020. it was, however, found to be fo very diiadvantageous, and fo 
many loffes were fuflained by walte, and keeping manufaétured goods on 
hand without an opportunity of fale, that, in the following year, the ma- 
terials were fold, and the manufaGme given up. 

The buildings are erected upon 2 good plan, and the extenfive work- 
fhops in the hofpital fquare feem well calvulated for the employment of the 
Poor, The houfe can accommodate 300 peifons befides the mafter’s family. 
‘The Poor are regularly fupplied with vegetables, from a large garden ad- 
joining. The parith concerns were managed by the governors and guar- 
dians of the parith under the a of 1698, until the year 1769, when the 
hhofpital a€t was laid afide ; and the government of the Poor has fince that 
pint been conduéted under the general Poor laws. 

‘There is one congregation of Methodifts, and 2 Calsinift’s chapel in 
Tiverton. 

Sunday {chools were introduced in 1785: in 1790 there were 9 in the 
town, and the number of {cholars was 240.

BLANDFORD. 


"THE extent of this parith is eftimafed at 12 furlongs by 8; or g60 
acres. The population was accurately taken in April 1773, and found to 
amount to 927 males, and 1164 females. The number of inhabitants is 
thought to have increafed, fince that period. A few of them are Roman 
Cathohes, a few are Methodilts; and the Prefbyterians have a {mall chapel 
in Blandford. As this parith furnithed 3 men to the Navy, the number of 
houles, chargeable to the window-tax, may be eftimated at 204: not more 
than 30 are exempted. ‘There are 20 inns or ale-houles in the parith. The 
inhabitants confift of inn-keepers, thop-keepers, common mechanics, a few 
tarmers, and labourers ; the women, and children, are, chiefly, employed in 
making thread and wire buttons for thirts, &e. Farms are from £40. to 
£150. year. Wheat and barley are the principal arucles of cultivation. 
‘Turnips and oats are alfo produced. ‘I he average rent of land is eftimated at 
about £1. 108, an acre, The land-tax is colleéted at nearly 1s, 4d. in the 
pound, There are about 100 acres of common, Tithes have, generally, 
been compounded for; but the farmers are apprebenfive of being foon 
called ypon to pay them in kind. 

‘The prices of provifions are: beef, 54d. the pound; mutton, sid ; 
bacon, tod. ; pickled pork, gd. ; butter, 11d. ; bread, r1$d. the quartergy 
loaf; potatoes, 6d. the peck; milk, rd. the pint in winter, and 3d. in~) 
fummer. Common labourers are paid 18 the day, without viduals; and 
in fome inftances, fince the late fearcity, 18. qd. the day, In harvett 18. 6. 
ia the ufual daily pay of an agricultural labourer 

There is one Friendly Society here, confifting of Go members, whofe 
rules have not beea confirmed, according to the provifions of a late at of 
parliament. £ 

The Poor of this parith are moftly relieved in the work-houfe, which is 
iu a good fituation, and is tolerably neat, and Convenient: there are 22 

bede, 
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beds, (of feathers, flocks, and chaff,) in 3 lodging-rooms, Since Eufter laft, 
the Poor in the work-houfe have been under the diretion of the parifh 
officers, but previous to that period they were generally farmed for 2s. Gil, 
ahead, weekly. There is na regular mafter, or miftrels, at prefint, but z 
Paupers have the care of the work-houfe, during the abfence of the overt 
fegrs, ‘There are at prefent in the houfe 36 perfons, of whom 12 a1 
children, 6 men, and the reft, moftly, old women. Thofe, whoare able to 
work, and are not engaged in the bufinefs of the houfe, are employed in 
button making. 

108 regular penfioners, (moft.of whom have families,) rtceive Ly. in 
weekly allowances from the parith : feyeral others have occafional relicf.

Each grown perfon is allowed on Sundays, and Wednefdays, #1b. of 
bread, and on other days of the week 1 Ib.; they ikewile receive 2 pints of 
beer daily ; the weekly allowance of cheele is 1} Iby or 4 lb. of cheefe, and 
f1b. of butter. Childien have a fmaller allowance. 

The rapid rife of the Poor's Rates, in this parith, is generally attributed 
to the high price of provifions ; the fmallnefs of wages, and the prevaihng 
{pirit, among the gentlemen of landed property in this neighbourhood, of 
confolidating finall farms; and the confequent depopulation of villages = 
the effets of which, it is faid, oblige fina!l induftrious farmers to turn la« 
bourers, or fervants ; who, feeing no opening towards advancement, become 
regardlefs of futurity, {pend their little wages as they receive them, without 
referving a provifion for old age; and, if incapacitated from working, by 
4 ficknefs that lafts a very thort time, inevitably fall on the parifh, Many 
of thefe notions, I think, are falfe; but the prevailing opinions of a coun- 
try, even when erroneous, are worth noticing. ‘The political architect, who 
dsfdains to make ufe of the cement of cuftom and prejudice, will rear but 
tottering fabricks ; he will difpleafe thofe, on whom he intendsto confer a 
favour, if they are not prepared to receive it; as overbearing hofts, wha, 

U2 through 
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thiough mere good nature, furfeit their unwilling gue(ls, while they mean 
to be kind, create difgutt. 

It is fuid, that there are now only 2 farms in the village of Daswefton, 
about 3 miles from hence, which contained about 30 finall farms 20 years 
ago and, what 1s mote fingulur, the town of Abbey Milton, which in the 
anent times of abbatial grandeur was the central maihet of the county, 
is now converted into a fifl-pond, The proprietor, the Earl of Dorchel- 
ter, pulled down the houtes as the tenants died off, and removed the church 
to a diftant {por, where he erected very {ubftantial cottages for fach of the 
inhabitants a could not procure a more-convenient habitation. 

‘There are feveral charities and donations belonging to this parith: they 
are under the direQion. of the corporation, and arc faid to be wretchedly 
managed, In onc alms-houfe, 10 poor people receive, each, 28. 6d, a week, 
and cloaths 5 and in another, 6 poor perfons receive 1s. 6d. a week, to- 
gether with cloathing, and fuel. 

‘The following is a ftatement of the domeftic economy of a labourer’s fa~ 
mily The man is 52 years of age; his eldeft daughter is 18 ; another 
daughter 8; and 2 fons 6 and 3 years ufage, His eldcft daughter has re- 
fided with him, and managed the family concerns, fince the death of her 
mother, which happened about 2 months ago. The other children earn 
nothing. His houfe-rent is paid by the parith, and, during the illnefs of his 
wife, he received a few thillings in occafional relief. He was allowed, a 
thort time fince, 4s. a week for a fick child; but upon it’s death, the allow- 
ance was withdrawn. The ufual breakfaft of the family is tea, or bread and 
cheefe; their dinner, and fupper, bread and cheefe, or potatoes fometimes 
mafhed with ffir taken from broth, and fometimes with faltalone. Bullock's 
cheek is generally bought every week to make broth. ‘Treacle is ufed to 
fweaten tea, ingtead of fugar. Very little milk or beer is ufed. For cloath- 
ing, both for hirmfelf and family, the man is principally indebted to the 
charity of his neighbours.

Provifions are rather cheaper than at Blandford: wages here, till very 
lately, were 6s. a week; they are now 8s, and gs.: much work is done 
by the pice, in which cafe the labourer generally carns the greateft 
wages. The farmers fay, that, upon the whole, their men earn 9s. or 108, 
a week, all the year round. The average rent of land 13 108, an acre. 
‘The land-tax is ufually paid by the landlord, It is collected at about 2d.

It is expected that the Poor's Rates will increafe, very confiderably, this 
year. From the net expenditure, about £ 10 a year are prid towards the 
county ftock. The overfeer, (who is one of the above-mentioned farmers,) 
could give no account what the Rate was in the pound, but believed the 
rental of the parith amounted to about £ 500. a year, according to which 
the rental of Jatt year wes ss, todeio the pound. The other farmer, 
who is an old man, fays, that about 50 years ago the parilh only paid 6d, 
a week to a poor woman, who could fearcely be prevailed on to accept 
it. The reafons affigned for the increafe in the Rates, are, the dearnefs of 
provifions ; the confolidation of go farma into 2; and the introduStion of 
a great number of labourers, from different parte of the kingdomi, in con- 
Tequence of the alterations which Mr. Portman, the principal proprietor, 
is making on his eftate. feveral of thefe labourers have acquited a futtle-

‘The Poor sre maintained by a parith allowance. 19 regular penfioners, 
(including 2 militia meti's familes,) receive 40s. a week. Very poor peo- 
ple, in general, have their tents paid by the parith ; and a few have occa- 
fional relief in money. There are no Friendly Societies in the panth.

"Ture empany of st Margaret, in Durham, confifts of the townthips 
cf Hiumwelgute and Crollgate: it is near 3 miles in lergth, and contains 
1500 inhabitants ; all of the eftablifhed Church, with the exception of a 
few Roman Catholics, and Independents. About 200 houles pay the win- 
dow tax, and 100 are exempted, ‘The parithioners are chiefly employed 
inthe woollen manufactures; viz, in making moreeng, ftuff, and carpet- 
ing. Butcher's meat is on an average 44d alb.; wheat, in September 
17955 was at the cnormous price of 125. a buthel Labourers in the ma- 
nufudtories earn 18 6d. a day; and in agriculture 1s. 4d. a day. ‘There 
are 7 ale-houles in the towalhip of Framwelgate, and 6 in Croffgate. A 
Friendly Society is eftablithed here, into which no perfon is admitted, who 
is difaffeCted to the eablithed Church or State; they meet every fixth 
week, fpend 3d. in beer, and pay 1s, each into the box: when a member 
is fick, he receives for 20 weeks, (if his illne’s fhould continue fo long,) 
6s. a week ; and after that time, the allowance is at the option of the So- 
ciety : £8. are paid to the wife or neareft rclation of a member at his 
death, and £ 2. are allowed to defray the funeral expences of cach mem- 
ber's wife. 

Rent of land is from 10s. to gos. an acre: near the town, land is kt 
in {mall parcels ; but in the country, the farms are from £ 40. t0 £200. a 
year. Tithes are partly paid in kind, and partly by compofition; but for 
the greateft part of the chapelry a modus is taken. There are neat 1000

who make an entry of their obfervations in a book, which is kept for 
that Pygpofe. The Poor of the townthip of Croffgate are contracted for 
at 28, 2d. each a week, in the work-houfe. ‘The out-poor are allowed 
weekly fums according to their feveral exigeticies.

‘THE inhabitants of this parifh, are principally employed in various ma- 
nufadures, but chiefly in the woollen trade. ‘The prices of provifions are 
very high, and the wages of labour are fo low as to bear no proportion 
to them, The number of ale-houfes is 22. Here are 5 Societies called Life 
Clubs ; which allow £8. tp the neareft relative of a deceafed member, but 
the flewards dedu&t £3. for the expences of the funerak The inhabitants 
are moftly of the eftablifhed Church ; there are however feveral Metho- 
difts, and a few Papifts: there is 1 Prefbyterian meeting-houle, and 1 

Quakers? 
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tQuakers’ meeting-houfe in this parith. This parith has a co-extenfive right, 
with the other parifhea of the city of Durham, ro pafturage on the extenfive 
‘commons or wafte lands of Framwelgate Moor and Brathfde Moor. 
There are not 20 acres of enclofed land in the parith. 


‘The Poor of this parith are partly maintained in a work-hovle, and 
partly relieved at home, There was fo general a reluétance in this city to 
conimunicate any information refpecting the Poor, that this account is 
neceffarily very imperfe&. From the returns made to Parliament in 1786, 
1 find that the expences for the Poor, in 1776, amounted to £246. 5s, ; and 
the Poor's Rates, in 1783, tof4ss. 3%; in 1784, to £456. 19s.4d.; and 
in 1785, to'442. 2s. I thould imagine that fince that period they have 
confidcrably increafed ; as the Poor here appear to be very numerous, and 
very neceffitous,

HOLY ISLAND. 


THE parith of Holy Ifland, in the county palatine of Durham, contains 
4 chapelries, viz. Keyloe, Lowick, Ancroft, and Tweedmouth; all of which, 
as well as the parith itfelf, are perpetual curacies, under the patronage of 
the Dean and Chapter of Durham. Thechapelries are not included in the 
following account. Two {mall townthips with afew fingle dwelling-houfes 
belong to the Mother Church, on the neighbouring coatt ; and arediftin- 
guithed below, by the term continental, Wier 

Holy Ifland is 7 miles in circumference, confifts of 1023 acres, and con- 
tains 330 inhabitants. The extent of the continental part cannot be ealily 
afcertained ; but is not very extenfive: it, probably, does not amount to 
more than 3000 acres. It is all enclofed, and in a ftate of cultivation. 
Three years ago, it contained 361 inhabitants, 

The number of houfes in Holy ifland paying the commutation tax is 
51. Two, three, and even four families refide under the fame roof; but 
ouly one pays the window-tax: no houfes are exempted. On the con- 
tinental part 11 houfes pay the window-tax: 39 are exempted. 

The principal employment of the inhabitants of the ifland, is fifhing for 
haddocks, ling, cod, and codling, in the fummer ; and for lobfters, . the 

winter. 
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winter, Agriculture is the chief occupation on the continental part. 
“There are no mannfaétories in the parith. 

‘The average prices of provilions are: butcher’s meat, 4d. the pound ; 
lnaddocks, 18. the (core ; and all white fih very reafonable; wheat, 55. the 
Winchefter buthel; flour, 25 the ftone of 14 Jb. ; oatmeal, 2s. the peck, or 
16 quarts ; butter, 8d the pound of 184 02. The high prices of laft year are 
not noticed. 

Thervare at prefent 13 fithing-boats, called Cobbles, kept at Holy Mand ; 
7 of which are employed in the white fithery in fummer, They are al 
engiged in lobfter fithing in winter; it tommences on the firft of De- 
cember Four men go ina boar ro fith for haddocks, cod, &c. ; and three 
ana boat to fith for lob4ers. Some agricultural labourers, and mechanics, 
follow lobftering in the winter. The feafon for taking lobfters continucs 
ull the firftof June, and wasa few years ago a very lucrative branch of 
bufinefs ; bi t, during the two laft years, December has been the only fuc~ 
cefsfv] month: the fifhermen have, therefore, been obliged to return to 
white filhing very carly in the fpring. A company of fiflimongers in 
London has contiaéted fu1 all the lubflers taken at this place; and, [ believe, 
all along the coaft. Prior to this year, 7s. were the price of a {core of full-fized 
fobRers, which now coft 8s. Agricultural labourers earn 18 qd. a day ; 
mafons, 2s. ; and joiners, ts. 8d. 

‘The farms on the ifland are (mall: the principal articles of cultivation are, 
finall oats, barley, turnips, and potatoes. On the continental part, the 
farms in general are large. there is one at 800, andl another at 600 guineas 
aycea. The rent of land is £2. an acre for about 4o acres of old en- 
uoture ad,oining 10 the town of Holy Mand, On the continental pait 
three fourths of the land are in a Mate of tillage, and produce good crops of 
oats, builey, turnips, and potatoes. A fingle farm of 800 acres, tithe-free, 
lets at a guinea an acre; fome land lets at £1, 13s. and fome at ros. an 
acre; but the greatelt part averages ar £1. 10s. The rental of land in 
Holy Mand amounts to abour £450.; and the total rental of the iland, 
(including houfe-rent, kelp, tithe of fifh, and harbour dues,) amounted lft 
year to £667. 128; and the land-taxto £34.; £15. of which are paid by 
the cuflom-houfe officers ftationed here. The rental of Jand in the con- 
tinental part of the parith, amounts to £235. 5s., and the landstax to 
£64. 16 sdi, of which two cultom-houfe officers pay £10. The pro- 

prietors 
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Prictors of land,.and meffuages in the ifland, are divided into two clafles ; 
the one denominated Freeholders; and the other Stallengers. The latter 
are, in the ftri@ fenfe of the term, as much freeholders a. the former, and 
have a right to vote at the county cleétion, About 40 acres only were 
enclofed prior to the divilion of the common, which took place three yeas 
ago; when land was fet-off in licu of all tithe, which enurely belong to 
the Crown, not excepting even the Eafter offerings. The leffve of the 

+ Crown has lately re-let the property of the Crown, (the tithe of fith ex~ 
cepted,) and his own lands, under one leafe for the term of 13 years for 
£430. annual rent; in confequence of which it is expected that the total 
rental of the ifland will next year amount to above £800, The common 
at Holy Ifland, previous to the divifion, was a flinted one ; anda freeholder 
had a right to put 30 theep, 4 black cattle, and 3 horfes uponit: a ftallen- 
ger had only aright of common for a horfe and a cow. Of the firft 
clafs of land-holders there were 26; of the fecond 31. Since the di 
fion, the property in Holy Wand has gotten into fewer hands, The 
manerial rights, as well as the tithes, belong to the Crown; to whicha fix- 
teenth, for giving up proprietors’ right of foil, was awarded on the divifion, 
The ware, or fea-weed, whether burnt into kelp, or ufed as manure, is the 
fole property of the Crown, soo acres of unimproveable land, which were 
awarded to the Crown, are burrowed with rabbits. 

On the continental part there are 2 inns or alc-houfes; in the ifland, 
53 befides which, many other lodgings are let to bathers, during the 
feafon; or rather, families receive bathers to board. The general weekly 
charge for each perfon, both in private, and in public-houles, before lait 
fummcr, was 108, 6d, exclufive of tea and figar: 125, were demanded 
laft fammer. 








‘There are feveral perfons on the continental part, and a few on the 
ifland, Diffenters; of the Prefbyterian perfuafion. Their mecting-houle 
ftands in the chapelry-of Lowick. Sir Carnaby Haggerlton laft year 
built a chapel for celebrating ma(s, near his awn manfion, which (tands 
in the chapelry of Ancroft, 

‘There is no houle of induftry in the parith of Haly Iland, On the 
divifion of the common in the years 1792, and 1793, a fimalll piece of 
stound was awarded, for the purpofe of » poor-houfe being ereéted ;

MONKWELARMOUTH. 


‘THE pmith of Monkwearmouth is between 4 and 5 milcs in length 
fiom eaft to welt, and near 2 miles in breadth from noith to fouth. It is 
bounded by the parith of Weftington on the welt, Bolden and Whitburn 
on the north, the River Wear on the fouth, and the German Ocean on, 
the caft. It contains 5 townfhips, or conftableries, viz, Monhwearmouth, 
Monkwearmouth Shore, Fulwell, Southwick, and Hylon, There are 
between 1200.and 1300 families in the parith, confifting of ubove scoo 
perfons, a great many of whom are crowded in fmall tenements, contain- 
ing only 2 or 3 rooms each, Moft of the inhabitants refide in the two 
firft-mentioned townships, which form a part of the port of Sunderland, 
274, houfes pay the window-tsx ; the number caempted is not caly to 
be afcertained, but is very numerous ; and, from the population} T fhould 
imagine, that the number of tenements not chargeable is double the num- 
her of houfes affeffel, ‘The religious perfuafions in this parith are yery 
various; there are Proteftants, Catholics, Mlethodifis, and other Diffentcrs 
of vatiows denominations. ‘The Catholics are the leaft aumcrous, 

Y 
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‘The inhabitants'are occupied in agrftulture, end In the various branches 
of bufinefs conneéted with the coal trade, and the edtenfive commerce 
canied oa from Sunderland, to the Baltic, Holland, and France, Many 
thips arc built on the fhore of the siver Wear; in the laft war, frigates, 
and even thips of the line, were conftructed bere, and there is now build- 
ing at Southwick, a thip of 1200 tous burthen. There are 10 fhip- 
carpenters’ yards in this pmith, Much window gla(s is made here: thee 
are hhewife 2 potteries, feveral iron works, and free-ftone and lime-flone* 
quaiies in abundance in the path, Lime, to a large amount yearly, is 
font in fmall veffels to various parts af Yorkthire, and Scotland. 

The pices of provifions are, in general, iigher here than in Durham 
market, on account of the great {tock required, at the port of Sunderland, 
for vitualling fhips, &c. Cod, ling, baddocks, herrings, and other fith, 
are in great abundance, herr, at various feafons. Agricultural labourers 
receive from 14d. to 16d. the day, and at prefent rather more, A good 
fervant in hufbandiy is alluwed, befides his board, ffom 12 to 14 or 15 
guineas a year. Wages have been much increafed, fince the war. 

Farms, in general, do not exceed tuo acres, The principal articles of 
cultivation are wheat, Oats, barley, potatoes, turnips, and clover. There 
is much pafture, and meadow in the parith. The weftern part, being out 
of the reach of maoure, is poor. ‘Fhe rent of land is from 106. to £ 4. 
an acre: the whole rental could not cafily be afcertained, The land-tax 
of this parith is £ 64. 18s. 3d. “Tithes are chiefly in lay-hands, and are, 
ufually, let to,the tenant. There have been no commons in the parith 
for feveral yeats, The living is a curacy, in the gift of Sir Hedworth 
Williamfon, Bart. and worth rather more than { 100. a year. 

‘The Poor, in many of the townthips, are in a miferable condition ; nor 
has any judicious plan yet been adopted for adminiftering relief to them 
in a beneficial manner. In the northern townfhips the Rates have rifen 
to an cnormous height, particularly fiace the commencemept of the war. 
Part, howgver, of their rife, may, without imputing any thing to mif- 
management, be fairly afcribed to the great increafe in trade, population, 
buildings ; and, 1 hope I may add, without being confidered paradoxical, 
that the influx of wealth, whieh this parifh has experienced within the 
Laft 40 years, bag+produced a méréthan. proportionable addition of Poor.

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In the townthips of Fulwell and Hylton ', the Poor's Rates are more mo- 
derate than in theadjoining towofhipe. Southwick partakes both of huf- 
bandry, trade, and manufactures ; sud the Rates are there, as might be ex- 
peéted, higher than in Hylton and Falwell,

"The church-books of this parifh, which extended very far back, were, in 
1790, nnfortenstely deftroyed by a fire burfling out at midnight in the 
aminifter’s houfe, which adjoins to the church.

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SOUTH SHIELDS 


"THE chapelry of St. Hildo, South Shields, ie fitwated in the parith of 
Jarrow, at the north-eaft extremity of the county of Durham, and extends 
about a mileand a half along the fouth fide of the river Tyne, and about 
2 miles from north to fouth. The town was formerly celebrated for it’s « 
falt-works ; having once contained 200 large iron pans for boiting fea~ 
water. This trade began to decline about the year 1755, in confequence 
of having loft the London market; and there are now only 6 or 8 pans, 
which are principally ufed to fupply the town, and the fhips belonging to 
the port. ‘ 

The Dean and Chapter of Durham are lords of the manor, and, pro= 
jrietors of the whole town, except about 3 acres of glebe, the parfonage, 
and 2 other houfes, and 1 of the Prefbyterian meeting-houfes, The town 
isill paved, and very dirty: the houfes are ill built ; a cixcumfance, which, 
in an opulent fea port, is alcribed to the leafehold tenure undet the 
church and it is fappofed to be owing to the fame caufe, (although the 
expofed fituation of the country may have its effect,) that the land around 
Shields fcarcely exhibits a fingle tree *. 

‘The number of families that pay the window-tax is ¢50: the dumber 
of houfes exempted could not poffibly be alcertained ; fome idea, however, 
of their propggtion may be formed from the fubjoined table of births and 
burials. It ig@tppofed that the population amounts to 15,000 fouls : this 
conjeQure is corroborated by the parith-clerk's lift of familics, from which 
he receives a yearly offering: it enumerates 2500 families ; befides which 
aany poor families are omitted. From the average of births, and burials, 


* "The natural fituation of thig.town ie far fram, unpleafant, bat has been much deformed 
by immenfe mountains of. afhes, (from the falt-pans,) having been laid near to itz 
wed fince the fuk trade hae dechaed, other hills continue to be formed in the fame évforder, 
boy the gravel af the ‘Thames, which is brought a8 balla(t in the colliers, and thrown out in 
uatveraly btaps neat the town.

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during the laft 7 years, it would fcem, that the atiove account of the populas 
tion is much exaggerated. The people may. He divided into three clafles ; 
Durham, Yor kihire, arid Scotch men ; the ladteclafs is very numerous : two 
ninths of the whole population are Proteftant’ Diffenters, and have 3 meet- 
ing-houfes: there are likewife, ia Shields, 1 Quaker’s,2 Roman Catholic 
families, and a great many Methodlifts. 

‘The inhabitants are chiefly engaged in the variows occupations and 
trades relative to gommerce, The number of thips belonging to North 
and South Shield, which are the port of Newcaflle, exceeds s40; they 
average 200 tons,dind upwards by regifter. No river in England, except 
the Thames, can exhibit an equal quantitity of fhipping. That the 
trade from this port is ane of the principal nurferies of feamcn, 1s evi« 
dent from the Aé paffed laft year for procuring a fupply of mem for the 
Navy, from the different parts of the kingdom *. The number of men 
dirc&ted to be levied were as follows :

“Ihe Bean and Chapter of Durham are the pa- 
trons of this chapelry. Tic tithes are let by them to’ perfon, who re-

STANHOPE in extent is about 17 miles by 6: its population is efli- 
amated ut 3600 inhabitants, and is fuppofed not to have varied much for 
fome years backs There are 520 houfes which pay the window tax: the 
number exempted could not be afcertained. Farming and mining, but 
mote ofpecially the latter, are the principal occupations. The inhabitants 
ure chiefly of the Church of England; but there is one congregatign of 
Methodifts, and one of Picfbyterians, The prices of provifions are as fol- 
lows:—Wheat, 135. ; barley, 6s.; and oats, 48. a buthel: beef, 58, the ftone;

TANFIELD. 


THE parochial chapelry of Tanfield is fituated in the parith of Chel- 
ter-Ie-treet: it is near ten giles in circumference; and contains about 
2000 inhabitants, all of the Church of kagland, who are moftly emploveit 
in the coal mines, and coal works. The wages of labourers in hyyfhanch y 
are from 15. 4d. to 1s 6d. a diy; and in the mines, and coal works, 
from 28.10 38 ‘The farms are finall: grafs, wheat, and cats, a the 
principal articles of produce ; to which may be added potatoes, which 
have of late years been much attended to, and now form the chief dict of 
labourers’ tamilies. ‘The cheapnels of fuel feems the caufe, why this very 
afeful vegctable is much more generally ufed in the north, than in the 
fouthern parts of the kingdom. Beef and mutton are from 4d. to 6d. the 
pound, Land lets from ros. to sos. the acre. ~The commons and walle 
lands amount to about 1500 acres. No part has been inclofed, although 
every part is very improveable, and every fpecies of produce might be 
raifed, with the certainty of a good market at Newciftle, which is only 
fix miles diftant. Here, as in other coal countries, the furface of the 
earth is negledted for the infide ; ir may, however, be doubted, whether 
the mines about Tanfield, have, of late years, been profitable to tcir 
owners. The colliery rents have confiderably decreafed, and many of the 
collieries in the neighbourhood have been fhut up. The great length and 
expence of coal roads, (feveral of the mines being fix or feven miles diftant 
fiom the Tyne,) are heavy drawbacks; and, with many other circum- 
ftances, (which it is unneceflary here ta detail,) have given the collieries 
on the river below Newcaftle-bridge a decided advantage. 

There are two papet-manufaétorics in Tanfield, that employ: about ten 
men cach. ‘The number of ale-honfes in the chapelry is fixteen. 130. 
houfes pay the window tax: 270 are exempted.

Sick perfons receive 
from 8s, to 109, a week; and aged nrembers, 6s. w week. I believe all 
the Societies have complied with the late A& of Parliament. 

"Phe parithes in Colchefter were formerly incorporated for the purpofe 
of fupporting their Poot ; but by fome means or other, about 50 years ago, 
they were difunited, and now cach parith manages its own Poor. ‘Ihe 
Rates are very differcnt in different quarters of the town: they are the 
higheft in St. Maty Magdalen, and the loweft in All-Saints parith, For 
this no fatisfalory 1cafon can be ailigned the common one given is, that 
parithes, whofe Rates are high, have little land, few rich people, a great 
number of poor cottages, and few good houfes.. The nominal Rate in this 
town is fad to be upon the rack rent, whenever it cam be difcovered, 
except on fmall houfes of from 30s, to sos a year, when it is upon half 
rental. Various manccuvses, however, are ufed to conceal the rea) rent; 
and, upon the whole, I thould imagine it exceads the mortiinal rental in the 
proportion of about 7 to 5. 

The Poor in this parith have a weekly allowance, and genetally have 
covtages faund them by the partth. A furgeon has 8 guineas annually 
for attending the Poor ‘The following is a lift of regular out penfioners :

‘The baptifme are only brought down to the 15th of June 1795, and the 
burials to the rath of June 1795. It is to be obferved, that as the parifh- 
church of St. Botolph is in ruins, it's marriages and baptifms are eatered 
in the books of All Saints; but burials of the parith of St, Botolph are 
folemnized in the church-yard of St. Botolph. Irom hence it may be ig- 
ferred, that no very accurate eflimate of the population of All Saints can 
be formed from the regifters, as they have not regularly diftinguithed the 
perfons belonging to each parith, It thould lkewife be obferved, that, pre- 
vious to the Marriage Ag, feveral marriages were celebrated in All Saints 
church, slhough neither of the parties Belonged to the parith. 


"The parifls of St. Mary Magdalen contains about 50 acres of land ; and 
about 250 inhabitants, whe are chiefly employed in making baize. 15 
loufes pay the commutation tax; 30 feparate houfes are exempted, The 
population of this parifh has continued much the fame for feveral y cars 
back The prices of provifions, and wages of labour, are much the fame 
as in All Saints partth: the inhabitants of both parithee belong to the 
Friendly Societies lefure-mentioned. ‘The land-tax, amounting to 
£31 16s, is at the rate of about 58. 6d ot Gs. in the pound on nearly the 
net rental. Land lets at about £1. an acre, Tuthes are taken, chiefly, 
incompofition ‘There are a great many gardens in the parith ; the reft is 
grats land 

‘The Poor are maintained at home, and receive weekly allowances fram 
the parith, ‘That their maintenance is extremely burthenfome, the-follow- 
ing account,will demonftrate. No Rate-book priar to 1790, or éccouttt 
book priar t0 7781, could be procured,
